Bulls On Chicago Market Are Having 


Things Their Own Way—Declara- 
tion of War 
Will Send 
Prices 


Higher—Farmers in This Vicinity 
Can Hold Their Wheat. 


Farmers in this vicinity are watching 


with much interest the developments 
over the Fashoda affair which threaten 
to involve Great Britain and France in 
war. 
Already the talk of war has sant 


breadstuffs booming, and if warlike 
prepaaations continue a still larger in- 
crease in price will follow. 


Farmers hereabouts have not a very 


large stock of wheat on hand, but they 
are in a position where they can afford 
to hold it in anticipation of a rise in 
price. 
All of them have ready money 


enough for present needs, and they can 
hold their wheat for months or years if 
need be. 


In the Chicago market speculation is 


active the bulls having decidedly the 
best of it. Prices are already booming. 
During the past few days cables have 
moved up and down with the 
varying 


phases of the international controversy. 
and the export purchases have risen or 
dwindled with the same prospect. The 
speculator, in being moved by the ex- 
port engagements or by the Liverpool 
or Paris prices, has really been swayed 
by the one overshadowing circumstance 
of the possibility of a European war. 
This will 
be the situation until the 


•uncertainty is removed. Othe rbull or 
bear incidents will have effect merely as 
they will add to or detract 
from the 


extraordinary condition which a war 
would create.

Coming back with 
light "inpty wagons the horses trotted 
over the pavement and enough mud was 
left along the street to make the 50 
pounds difference.

TROOPS TO 00 TO SAVANNAH. 


Half of thB 
7th Army 
Corps Already 


Transferred to the New Camp. 


Camp Cuba "Libre, Jacksonville, Fla., 


Oct. 24.—Six regiments of the twelve 
comprising the Seventh army corps 


was the worst color possible for the 
purpose of the battlefield. 
It has been 


said so with such frequency, indeed, 
that nobody o£ late years has cared to 
dispute the fact. 
We owe it to some 


very practical experiments carried out 
in Germany that the question has now 
been put on a more satisfactory basis. 
A squad of ten men, two dressed in 
light gray, two in scarlet, two in blue, 
and two in green, were lately ordered 
to march across an open country. Their 
movements were closely watched. -The 
first men to disappear from sight were 
those in light gray, immediately after 
ward the scarlet, then the dark gray 
and finally the blue and green. Here 
we have all well-worn theories upset. 
Experiments carried out on the rifle 
range showed that the British national 
color possesses even distinct merits.

White Men Organize to Extermi- 


nate Negroes. 


NINE 
ARE SAID TO BE DEAD. 


Trouble Arises Over tlio 
Killing at a 


Deputy 
Marshal 
Sent 
to 
Arrest :> 


Negro Crltnlniil—Gov. McLuurln at the 
Seene of the Trouble. 


Forest, Miss., Oct. 24.—Since Satur- 


day night a bloody race war has boon 
in progress in the neighborhood ot 
Harpersville, a little inhir.d town of 
Scott county. 
As a result of the fight- 


ing nine negroes have been killed, one 
white deputy slain and three others 
•wounded. 
The trouble originated in 


aa attempt made Saturday to arrest 
a negro named Bill Burhe, about a 
mile from Harpersville. 
As the dep- 


uty and his band approached the cab- 
in the negro -fired on them from am- 
bush. 
Sibley, a deputy marshal, fell 


dead. 


News of the affair reached here Sun- 


flay morning. 
A posse of ten men. 


with a deputy sheriff, went to the 
scene. The negro had been reinforced 
by others of his race, and the posse 
telephoned back for help and Sheriff 
Stevenson and twenty-five men went 
out. 
Gcv. Stevenson was 
wired 
at 


Brandon and came over with twenty- 
five armed men. accompanied by Con- 
gressman Henry. At noon a crowd of 
SCO men had gathered at Harpersville 
and others were flocking in. About 250 
started in pursuit of the negroes, who 
had taken refuge in the swamps. There 
were about seventy of them. 
They 


had scattered in various directions and 
a-s the whites appeared battles were 
fought in the woods. . Nine negroiis 
are already reported dead, several oth- 
ers wounded and five taken prisoners. 
It is more than probable that when the 
casualties are all reported the list of 
killed will far exceed this number. 
It 


is hoped that the presence of Gov. Mc- 
Laurin may check further bloodshed. 


After the news of Sibley's death be- 


came known a crowd of enraged citi- 
zens assembled at 
Harpersville and 


went immediately to Burke's house 
and secured from his mother the names 
of all persons in the crowd which had 
ambushed the men the night before, j 
In all there were about forty negroes 
which had gathered to prevent the ar- 
rest of Burke. 
All of them had fled. 


Then the pursuit and search for each 
of the proscribed men began. Accord- 
ing to the statement of reliable citi- 
zens, six negroes were found and killed 
by the crowd of armed and determined 
citizens before the sheriff arrived.
